This Bill seeks to replace the Punjab Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads 
(Amendment) Ordinance, 1975 (Punjab Ordinance No. 1 of 1975). It inter 
alia provides for giving representation to the Backward Classes in each 
Panchayat Samiti by co-opting one person belonging to such classes and also 
25 per cent representation to the members of Scheduled Castes апа Scheduled 

у Tribes as members іп the Zila Parishad. It further provides for co-option of 
four additional women members instead of making up the deficiency of 2 
women members of Zila Parishad so as to provide for effective representation 
in the institution ; and co-option of two members of the Backward Classes 
declared as such by Government.

In fact, according to him, the published Gazette Noti- 
fication of enhanced rates reached the Local Government Department on 4th 
February, 1976 i.e., after the reply had already been given. He had added 
that to give a reply that the rates of enhanced fees had come into force with- 
out the receipt of a copy of the notification would have been presumptive. 
He had further stated in his letter that he was getting these rates revised in 
favour of rickshaw  pullers in a few days. 


The Speaker also observed that after taking into consideration all these 
facts, he had come to the conclusion that the late receipt ofthe published 
Gazette Notification bythe Local Government Department from the Govern- 
ment Press had created a situation in which the Minister could not furnish 
the latest correct position in his reply. The Speaker further observed 
that he was, therefore, of the view that there was no deliberate and wilful 
intention on the part of the Minister to supply wrong information with а view 
to mislead the House; and at the same time, the Speaker appreciated the alert- 
ness of Comrade Dang.

that after completing all the formalities those Directorates would be set 
up by the end of September. The two Directorates, one for Colleges 
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and the other for Schools, had since been set up. So far as the Primary 
Education was concerned, one post of the Additional Director for Pri- 
mary Education had been created which was yet to be filled up. The 
incumbent of that post would be responsible for looking after the Primary 
Fducation. It was further stated thet the setting up of a Separate Directo- 
rate of Primary Education only was not likely to serve any useful pur- 
pose. | 

The Speaker also observed that the Chief Minister had made the 
position abundantly clear. There had been no non-implementaticn of 
the assurance . The Speaker further observed that it had been Feld in the 
Lok Sabha that non-implementation of an assurance given by а Minister 
on the floor of the House was not a breach of privilege or a contempt of 
the House because the process of implementation of a policy matter 
was conditional on a number of factors contributing to such policy.

П. Questions of Privilege 


(i) Оп 315% March, 1977, the Speaker informed the House that ж. 
Comrade Satya Ра! Dang, M.L.A., had given notice of a Privilege 
Motion alleging that. on 13th September, 1976 or theteabout two 
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Assis‘ant Sub-Inspectors of Police had entered tho house of Comrade 
Mehtab Singh, M.L.A., in his village in his absence and harassed ‘his 
children. It was also stated by Comrade Dang іп his Privilege 
Motion that he had taken up the matter with the Government. and 
that he had been infurmed by the Police Department that the 
Assistant Sub-Inspcc'ors of Police had not entered the house, but had 
enquired from outside only about som» persons wanted іп some 
case as those were related to Comrade Mehtab Singh. Comrade 
Dang had disputed these facts,. 


The Speaker had also stated on that day that he would be writing 
a letter to the Chief Minister requesting him to clarify the poros 
and on receipt of his reply, h> would give his ruling. 


The Speaker observed that he had now received a detailed reali 
from the Chief Minister, who in his reply, stated that he had got the 
matter enquired into again through a Senior Officer from the head- 
quarters and it hid now been r;ported that the two A.S.Is. of 
Police did go to the house of Comrade Mehtab Singh, M.L.A., to 
make enquiries abou! th: two suspects of village Arniwala case and 
made enquiries from the inmates while standing in the outer court- 
yard of the house. It had also come out that the two suspects were 
not related to Comrade Mehtab Singh. 


He had also stated that the suspicion could not be dispelled that 
the Police Party might have gone beyond the courtyard of the house 
into the living quarters, carried out some sort of search, may be 
cursory, for the Suspects and made energetic enquiries from the 
children and other inmates of the house. ға 


Keeping in view ‘his preliminary enquiry report and the allegation 
that the Police went to the house of Comrade Mchtab Singh to 
bumiliate him and lower his prestie, the Chief Minister has, iu the 
interest of cleaner administration, directed the Inspector General of 
Police to place the two A.S.Is. under suspension and entrust the 
enquiry into their conduct to a very Senior Police Officer of ће rank 
of a D.I.G. 


The Speaker further observed that he appreciated the action 
taken by the Chief Minister in the matter and in view of those facts 
he did not give his consent to the question of privilege being 
raised. 


(ii) On Ist April, 1977 the Speaker informed the House that he 
had received notice of a Privilege Motion from Comrade Satya Pal 
Dang, M.L.A., wherein he had alleged that the Minister of State 
for Health and Family Planning while replying to a supplementary 
question during the Question Hour on the 30th March, 1977 had 
біуеп-а wrong statement regarding the targets fixed for sterilization 
etc. The Speaker also stated оп that day that he was writing a 
letter to the Minister concerned for clarifying the position and оп 
receipt of his reply, he would give his ruling. | 
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The Speaker observed that he had now received his reply. The 
Minister had inter alia stated in his reply that Comrade Dang had 
referred to two circulars issued by the Civil Surgeon, Roopnagar 
and had also stated that obviously such circulars had been Issued in 
other districts and under orders of the Government/Department. 
The Minister had added that only one Circular was issued by the 
Civil Surgeon, Roopnagar on 22nd March, 1977 and a perusal 
thereof would show that it was addressed to the Medical Officers 
etc. and no reference had been made to Government. The 
Minister had further stated “I may reiterate that the supplementary 
was in regard to any circular issued by the Punjab Government and 
not bythe Civil Surgeon. Since the Punjab Government did not 
issue any circular, the Motion need not be referred to the Commi- 
ttee of Privileges as I have given correct and complete reply. 
There was no intention to mislead the House. Rather the House 
was told truly. 


Moreover, in a reply to another Supplementary from Capt. 
Rattan Singh, I had categorically stated that ifany such circular 
had been issued after the elections and without my knowledge it 
would be withdrawn. In pursuance of this assurance, Director, 
Health Services had issued а circular on Ist April to all concerned 
asking them to await fresh instructions regarding all Family Planning 
programmes." 


The Speaker further observed that he felt that the Minister 
had stated the position as he knew. He did not make any state- 
ment with a view to mislead the House delib:rately and wilfully. 
The Speaker, therefore, did not give his consent to the question 
of privilege being raised. 


(іі) Onthe 4th April, 1977, the Speaker received notice of а 
Privilege Motion from Comrade Shamsher Singh Josh, M.L.A. in 
which he had alleged that while replying to his Call Attention Notice 
No. l,the Chief Minister had made a wrong statement regarding 
the fixation of the prices and instalments of economically weaker 
section houses at S.A.S, Nagar (Mohali) The Speaker had also 
informed the House on that day that he was writing a letter to the 
Chief Minister to clarify the position and on receipt of reply һе 
would give his ruling. 


The Speaker observed that he had now received the clarification 
from the Chief Minister in which he had inter alia stated : 


“that th» statement made by mə was correct. Rs. 11,000 was 
only the provisional cost advertised as such іп the beginning, which 
was revised at the time of allotment to Rs, 15,000 for the ground 
floor and the first floor and Rs. 13,000 for the second floor, This 
révision was necessitated by the increase in the actual expenditure 
on the construction of these houses, The price indicated by me in 
my statement was th» actual pyic: at the tims of all;tm3nt, which 
2... at as already Statel by me without any element of 
profit. 
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I had not stated that the prices of Economically Weaker Section 

Houses had not been reduced because their prices were fixed at 

lower rates from the beginning as alleged by the Member. What 

I stated was that applications were invited on an estimated price 

of Rs. 9,000 to 11,000 which was later on revised upto Rs. 15,000 

x at the time of allotment and only such of the applicants as consented 
^ to thiS increase were given the allotment. 


I would like to state categorically that no house meant for the 
Economically Weaker Sections was finally allotted at a cost other 
n than Rs. 15,000 for the first and the ground floor and Rs. 13,000 
for the second floor." 


The Speaker further observed that "the clarification given by 
the Chief Minister was clear that no wrong statement had been 
made. Тһе Speaker, therefore, did not gwe his consent to the 
question of privilege being raised. 


(iv) The Speaker observed that the Hon’ble Members would 
recall that when Sardar Jaswinder Singh Brar, Leader of the 
Opposition, was speaking on the motion of thanks on the Governor's 
Address on 14 April, 1977 he szid inter alia—

In other words, he had stated that 45,000 Harijans had 
been vasectomized and 1,700 had died because of lack of proper 
medical care. This statement was repeatedly challenged by the 
Minister of State for P. W. D. The Minister even stated that he 
was prepared to resign from the msmbership of the House ifthe 
statement made by the Leader of the Opposition was prov2d to be 
correct. Ultimately, the Miaister raised in the House itself a ques- 
tion of privilege against th» Leader of the Opposition for having made 
this mis-statement and the Deputy Speaker who was then іп the Chair 
observed that this matter would be examined aad a decision would be 
taken in due course. The Minister followed it up Бу giving a 

ң notice of privilege motion in writing wherein he stated that the 

Leader of the Opposition had made an incorrect statement wilfully, 

"P deliberately and knowingly with a view to mislead the. House. It was 

also stated in the notic? that when Sardar Jaswinder Singh Brar was 

persistently asked to produce documentary evidence in support of his 
statement, he failed to do so. 


4 The Speaker also observed that in this connection, he wrote а 
letter to Sardar Jaswinder Singh Brar, Leader of the Opposition, ге-

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| The Speaker further observed that he had gone through the 
relevant proceedings and found that the clarification now given by the И 
Hon. Member was neither an admission of having made a wrong 
statement nor withdrawal of the same. Now he had resiled from * 
his earlicr ststement. In fact, he had now sought to withdraw his 
earlier statement, 


The Speaker also observed that the Hon'ble Members were 
seasoned parliamentarians and knew their duties fullywell, but he 
would be failing in his duty if h» did not urge upon them that any- 
thing which they said on the floor of the House must be based on- 
facts and not on hear-say, otherwise the proceedings of the House 
would lose their sanctity. This principle should be followed, more 
particularly, by the Leader of the Opposition who in that capacity holds 
a responsible position. 


No doubt, the Members enjoy the rightto freedom of speech 
subject to the conditions laid down in the rules of procedure. At the 
Same time, it wes necessary that this right should be exercised 
judiciously, 


The Speaker hoped all the Members of the Hous? includin g the ^ 
Leadet of theOpposition would extend their full cooperation in 
maintaining proper decorum and following well established conventions 
of the House. 


The Speaker further observed that in this particular case, he 
was pained to observe that the statement made by Sardar Jaswinder Singh 
Brar, Leader of the Opposition, cn the floor of th» House had not been 
corroborated by documentary evidence or substantiated. Since, how- 
ever, he had virtually withdrawn his earlier statement through his clari- 
fication, the Speaker did not give his consent to the question of pri- 
vilege being raised.

The Members 
giving the notice had alleged that the Minister of Excise and Taxation inter- 
vened to say that this was absolutely incorrect and that this was a deliberate 
attempt оп the part of the Minister to mislead the House. 


The Speaker observed that as per past practice, he was writing a letter 
to the Minister concerned to clarify the position and on receipt of reply, he 
would give his ruling. 


(1) A few days ago the Speaker had informed the House that he had 
received notice of a privilege motion from Comrade Darshan Singh Canadian 
(alongwith four other members) wherein it was alleged that the Chief Minister 
had committed a breach of Privilege of the Members of the House by saying 
tbatthe C.P.I. joined in welcoming Sanjay Gandhi when he visited Punjab 
-during Emergency. The Speaker had then informed the House that as per 
past practice, he was writing a letter to the Chief Minister to clarify the position 
and he would give his ruling after the clarification had been received. 


The Speaker had received the clarification from the Chief Minister, and 
in view ofthe clarification given by the Chief Minister, the — Speaker did 
not give his consent to the question of privilege being raised. 


(ш) On the 10th January, 1978, Dr. Kewal Krishan, M.L.A. had 
given notice ofa privilege motion alleging that an important policy state- 
ment had been made by the Minister for Development about the abolition 
of Block Samitis and introduction of changes in the Panchayati Raj system. 
"The Speaker, on that day, had given an interim ruling that he was writing 
tothe Minister concerned and on receipt ofreply, he would give his ruling. 


The Speaker had since received the requisite clarification from the Minister 
wherein thelatter had stated that he had been reported ош of the context. 
He had denied having propounded any policy statement about the aboli- 
tion of Block .Samitis saying that it was common knowledge that a Sub- 
‘Committee of the Cabinet is looking into the question of whether the ‘two 
tier’ or the ‘three tier’ system would be good forthe working of the Pan- 
chayati Raj Institutions in the State and that the question of abolition of the 
Block Samitis or otherwise could not arise till a decision taken by the Go- 
vernment on the recommendation of the Cabinet Sub-Committee. 


In view ofthe clarification given by the Minister, the Speaker did 
not give his consent to the question of privilege being raised. 


(iv) On the 5th January, 1978 the Speaker had informed the House tha, 
he had received notice of a Privilege motion from Comrade Darshan Singg 
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Фс onadian and his colleagues regarding the censoring of the proceedings 
during the emergency and that he would give his ruling after the matter 
had been examined. 


T he question sought to be raised had been examined in all its aspects. The 

Speaker informed the House that notices of three Privilege Motions regarding 

censoring of proceedings were received on different occasions during the 

tenure of the previous Assembly in 1976 from the C.P.I. Members, including. 

Comrade Dang. Тһе sum and substance of the rulings given by the then. 

> Speaker, withholding his consent to the raising of those questions, was 
that the Presiding Officer was only responsible for the proper recording of 

the proceedings, which took place in the House, by the official reporters. 

x and the publication thereof by the Sabha Secretariat and that his jurisdic- 
tion did not extend beyond that. He also stated that if there was any 


instance of distortion it could be brought to his notice and the matter would. 
Y then be examined. 


Apart from what has been stated above, the Speaker drew the attention 
of the hon’ble Members who had given notice of the present Privilege Moti on 
to Rule 254 which inter-alia provides that a question of privilege be restricted 
to aspecific matter of recent occurrence. Further, as stated at page 258 of 
the book ‘Practice & Procedure of Parliament’ (Second Editfon) by Kaul 
and Shakdher, ‘even adelay of one day might prove fatal to the notice 
of privilege provided the specific matter sought to be raised was of 
urgent importance at а particular time.’ 


In this case, the Speaker further observed that his predecessor had alread y 

given hisruling. Additionally, as the hon. Members were aware, this Pu njab: 

+ Vidhan Sabha had its first Session from 30th June to 8th July, 1977, bu t the. 
| Members did not raise this question of privilege during that Session. 


In view of what has been stated above, there did not seem to be any justi- 
fication for raising this question of privilege. 


At the same time, the Speaker pointed out that this subject was of vital 
importance and needed serious consideration. He, therefore, left the matter to. 
the House for such action as it deemed fit. If the House wanted to discuss. 


j jt he had no objection. А motion for that purpose could be brought 
pefore the House. 


(v) Sardar Sukhdev Singh Dhillon, M.L.A. sought to raise a question of 
privilege. He alleged that someone on the 12th January, 1978 at night, had 
threatened him and used abusive language in connection with an enquiry into 
the embezzlement, demanded by him іп the House through а supplementary 
question. The Speaker asked the Member to come to his Chamber and 
explain the position. The Member saw the Speaker and explained the posi- 
ti n. In this connection the Speaker also received a notice of Privilege Motion 
from Comrade Satya Pal Dang, M. L. A. wherein he had stated that when 


Y he was notin his seat Shri Sukhdev Singh Dhillon, M. L. A., informed the 
House on the 13th January, 1978 that some one on the telephone not only 
abused him filthily but also held out threats to him of dire consequences for 
having dared to suggest an enquiry into the alleged irregularities im. 
№. connection with the purchase of some insecticides. 
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The Speaker felt that the rights of the Members expressing them frankly | 

and freely within the precincts of the Vidhan Sabha must be upheld above 

everything else, if the democratic process has to have any meaning in order to 

maintain its tradition and enhance it further. The Speaker gave his consent 
to the question of privilege being raised. 


(vi) Comrade Satya Pal Dang, M.L.A. moved that the following Motion 
of Privilege be referred to the Privileges Committee with a direction to make 
а Report latest by 31st March, 1978 :— 


“Yesterday by means of а supplementary Sardar Sukhdev Singh 
Dhillon, an hon’ble Member of the House suggested an enquiry 
into the alleged irregularities in connection with the purchase of 
some insecticides (the main question was of Shri Bal Ram, Leader 
of Opposition). 


When I was not in my seat, Shri Dhillon got up in his seat and sought 
to inform the House that last night someone on the telephone 
not only abused him filthily but also held out threats to him of 
dire consequences for having dared to suggest an enquiry. This 
constitutes a very serious breach of privilege of the House and 
should be referred to the Committee of Privileges.” 


The Motion was put and carried unanimously.
